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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election of Species I, associated with Fig. 1 (claims 1, 2 and 8-21) in the 
reply filed on 06/01/2006 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically 
point out the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

2. Claims 3-7 and 22-24 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected Species, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply filed on 
6/1/2006. 

3. A telephone call was made to the applicant's representative Shrinath Malur (Reg. No. 
34,663) on 08/21/2006 to cancel the non-elected claims, in order to put the application in 
condition for allowance. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
Canceled: claims 3-7 and 22-24 . 

4. The following changes to the drawings have been approved by the examiner and agreed 
upon by applicant: Figures 16-20 must be designated by legend - -Prior Art- In order to avoid 
abandonment of the application, applicant must make these above agreed upon drawing changes. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
taken alone and/or in combination with other does not teach and/or fairly suggest the limitation 
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of a disk controller comprising: a channel adapter, a memory adapter, a processor adapter and a 
switch adapter each include a DMA controller for performing a communication protocol control 
of an inner network, in combination with other recited limitations. 

Dennin et al. US 6,330,626 Bl (hereinafter 'Dennin') teaches a disk controller 
comprising a channel adapter, a memory adapter, a processor adapter, a switch adapter as shown 
in figure 1, however, Dennin only teaches a centralized DMA controller (fig. 1, element 134.) 
Dennin does not each teach a channel adapter, a memory adapter, a processor adapter and a 
switch adapter each having a DMA controller. 

Ganapathy et al. US 6,874,039 B2 (herein after 'Ganapathy') teaches system with a 
distributed DMA where a processor adapter and a host adapter each has a DMA controller, 
however does not teach a switch adapter and a memory adapter with a DMA controller. 
Furthermore, the system of Ganapathy is not designed for disk controller environment. 

Moriuchi US 5,586,127 (hereinafter 'MoriuchV) teaches a disk controller with a buffer 
memory controller which, provides a DMA control of the transfers (fig. 1, element 20) however 
does not disclose a channel adapter, a memory adapter, a processor adapter, a switch adapter 
each include a DMA controller for performing a communication protocol control of an inner 
network. 

Gunlock et al. US 6,952,734 Bl (hereinafter 'Gunlock') teaches a packet with destination 
address, a source address and a sequence field with a task ID (col. 9, lines 56-67) however does 
not teach a channel adapter, a memory adapter, a processor adapter, a switch adapter each 
include a DMA controller for performing a communication protocol control of an inner network. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
